Lincoln's  Gettysburg  Address 
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President  Lincoln 
made  five  copies  of  the 
above  world's  master- 
piece of  rhetorical  art. 
Two  were  written  before 
its  delivery,  and  three 
were  written  after  his 
return  from  Gettysburg. 
The  first  was  finished  the 
day  before  his  departure 
from  Washington,  and  on 
his  arrival  at  Gettysburg 
Mr.  Lincoln  made  a  few 
slight  alterations.  This 
was  the  copy  which  he 
held  in  his  hand,  but  he 
did  not  refer  to  It  In  its 
delivery.  This  copy  has 
disappeared.  The  second 
copy  was  almost  a  dupli- 
cate of  the  first,  and  is 
believed  to  be  the  one 
Lincoln  Intended  to  take 
with  him  to  Gettysburg. 
It  was  afterward  pre- 
sented to  Colonel  John 
Hay,  and  is  now  in  posses- 
sion of  his  family.  The 
third  copy  was  made  to  be 
sold  at  the  Maryland 
Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Fair 
held  in  Baltimore  in  the 
Spring  of  18G4,  but  Mr. 
Lincoln  inadvertently 
wrote  on  both  sides  of  the 
paper,  and  so  a  fourth 
copy  was  prepared.  The 
copy  written  on  both  sides 
of  thepaperwaspresented 
to  John  Bancroft,  and  is 
now  preserved  by  his 
descendants.  The  fifth 
copy,  of  which  the  above 
Is  a  facsimile,  was  made 
early  In  1864,  and  was 
sold  at  the  New  York 
Metropolitan  Fair  for 
the  benefit  of  the 
United  States  Sanitary 
Commission. 

Lincoln    asserted  of 

the  soldiers  who  fought  at  Gettysburg  that  the  world  would  little  note  or  long  remember  what  he  said, 
but  that  it  would  never  forget  what  they  did.  This  statement  is  not  true;  the  words  of  the  orator  have 
had  a  longer  and  more  memorable  life  than  the  deeds  they  immortalized,  and  will  be  remembered 
through  all  the  endless  and  everlasting  ages. 
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
